Building Inspectors Albert Bates of 
Elyria, and A. E. Hulls and Frank 
Christian of Columbus, are ready to 
begin their investigation of the col' 
lapse of the Crystal restaurant. 


Charles Miller and J. D. Scheck- 


ler, state deputy fire marshals, ar- 
rived late Tuesday night from Col- 
umbus. The inspectors were ordered 
here by State Fire Marshal Bert B. 
Buckley to assist local 
authorities 


in placing responsibility for the ac- 
cident. 


"Two things in particular we shall 


try to learn," said 
Alfred 
Bates. 


"One 
of these will be to determine 


whether the walls of 
the building 


were sufficiently strong to support 
the building under ordinary strain 
before the accident. If we find that 
they were we will then try to learn 
whether the dynamite blasting was 
responsible for the collapse." 


All of the injured at liospitals 


were reported to be recovering "Wed- 
nesday morning. The death list re- 
mains at nine. 


For 15 minutes Mayor W. J. Laub 


shoveled debris and sand alongside 
the wrecked restaurant, in search for 
holes made in the rock by excavators 
for the insertion of dynamite. Four 
holes were uncovered by the mayor 
that were not more than 
six 
feet 


away from the walls of the building. 
Thr«0 inch cracks from the blasts 
ran from two of the holes directly 
into the building. 
Coroner E. S. Lyon announced to- 


day that he will begin his inquiry 
into the accident Thursday morning.

might be of assistance ultimately in 
restoring peace to Europe. 
The re- 


ply of the president was conveyed 
through Monsignor 
Bonzano, 
the 


apostolic delegate here who deliver- 
ed the pope's message to the White 
House. 


White House officials refused to- 


day to discuss the pope's message or 
the reply of the 
president 
but 
In 


other quarters it w»« indicated def- 
initely that the ext'-r.ge 
of mes- 


sages had only remotely to do with 
the question of peace in Europe. 


The president is understood 
to 


have informed the pope that he was 
very eager to keep the United States 
out of the war and would do every- 
thing possible consistent with main- 
taining the honor and rights of the 
United States. Neither message was 
made public. 


At the White House today it was 


said that nothing was known of the 
mission to this country of Secretary 
Grew of the American embassy in 
Berlin who is now on his way to the 
United States 
It has been suggest- 


ed that possibly he might be bring- 
ing a message from Emperor Wil- 
liam to President Wilson.

I desire to place this part of my 


report before you In writing for the 
reason that it involves two recom- 
mendations of more serious Import- 
ance than the usual business that is 
brought to the attention of the board. 


I recommend that you establish, 


to become effective with the opening 
of school In September next, a sys- 
tematic course in agriculture as one 
of the courses offered in the New- 
ark High School; that you also go 
on record as approving the 
intro- 


duction of school 
gardening 
and 


home gardening under skillful di- 
rection in connection with the work 
now carried on in 
the 
elementary 


schools; that the 
Board of Educa- 


tion secure a trained teacher, who is 
a graduate of an Agricultural Col- 
lege, making this teacher a regular 
member of the High school faculty, 
the special work of this teacher to 
be that of teaching agricultural sub- 
jects in the High school, of direct- 
Ing' and organizing school and home 
garden classes among the pupils of 
the elementary schools, directing and 
supervising the work of these pupils 
not only during the school hours and 
during the school months, but that 
this teacher be employed for twelve 
months in the year in order to ex- 
tend this work through the vacation 
months which is the most opportune 
time for its execution. 


I have not 
made 
the 
above 


recommendation 
without 
careful 


thought and investigation as to the 
practicability of It. 
Two years ago 


in a statement published 
by 
the 
press of this city the plan of carry- 
ing on this work was outlined. This 
plan received the endorsement of not 
only the press of the 
city 
but of 


many business men who either spoke 
to me in person or wrote me letters 
urging that it be given a trial. 
It 


was endorsed also by the editors of 
leading 
educational 
magazines of 


this and other states as well as by 
the editors of such newspapers as 
the Ohio State Journal. The United 
States Commissioner of Education at 
that time approved the 
plan 
and 


soon after issued a bulletin from his 
office to Boards of Education 
and 


School Superintendents throughout 
the Unite* States Involving practlcal- 
1> the same plan as we are propos- 
ing to initiate In the public schools 
of this city. Dr. Claxton, the United 
States Commissioner, in this bulle- 
tin makes the following statements: 


"This plan of home gardening and 


agriculture extending through 
the 


vacation weeks under the direction 
and supervision of a trained leader, 
will, do the following things: (1) It 
win contribute to the Income of the 
homes of the community and 
will 


enable boys and girls 
to

the possibilities' of rural life.' 


I have delayed asking the Board 


bo make this plan a reality in tbe 
Mewark schools for the reason that 
I was waiting for the time to come 
when we should have to add, be- 
cause of increased numbers, an addi- 
tional teacher to the 
High School 


Faculty. 
That time baa now arriv- 


ed. We shall need such a teacher at 
the opening of school next year. My 
recommendation is that instead of 
securing a teacher to teach such sub- 
[ects as are 
now 
already in 
the 


;ourses of study that this new course 
be established and the number of; 
pupils taking this new line of work 
will relieve other departments mak- 
ng it possible for the same number 
of teachers to carry on the regular 
work now 
offered 
in 
the 
High 


School. If this is done the only ad- 
ditional cost to the Board of Educa- 
tion will bo for the summer work 
done by this teacher and ought not 
1.0 exceed more than $200 a year.
